This comes at a time when Nehru 
has kicked the United Nations in 
fa rts unmentionable and left it ly­ 
ing bruised and weeping. General 
Walker, before the Nehru occur­ 
rence. said: 
“ Today, our relation and sub­ 
ordination to the United Nations 
puts every man signing the oath 
u n d e r a double standard 
We 
are sworn to defend America but 
have to abide by UN decisions. Un­ 
der t h e s e conditions, the oath 
becomes falsified and fictitious. I 
could no longer s e r v e in uniform 
and be a collaborator with this re­ 
lease of our sovereignty 
to 
the 
UN.” 


This is entirely a new issue. It 
was assumed that the Pentagon 
sought to discipline General Walk­ 
er because he had used permiss­ 
ible military indoctrination to ad- 
v o c a t e impermissible domestic 
p o l i t i c s .

altogether 
different issues, 
for his accusa­

obligations to the United States 
with the demands of the U n i t e d 
Nations. In effect, the strongest 
view of this statement that can be 
taken is that the United Nations 
e x p e c t s the American general 
i to betray his own country. General 
. W a l k e r states this in his owm 
j words, thus: 
“ I was not able tx) continue in 
I the military service with a Gener­ 
al's command responsibility since 
I c o u l d 
make no compromise 
i with the oath of office after cen- 
i sorship had prevented me from 
giving my t r o o p s the training 
that I was responsible for ” 
General Walker further said 
! 
“ There is a continuous program 
every night from Moscow, in En­ 
glish, directed at our troops in Eu­ 
rope The voice is called “ Moscow 
Molly” by the troops. Her propag 
anda 
is immoral, unscrupulous, 
corrupt and destructive. 
My responsibilities f o r training 
included off setting this, the Over­ 
seas Weekly, and other harmful 
images of our country and way of 
life.” 
Most of us know nothing about 
this. When the Nazi or the Ja p an ­ 
ese conducted anti-American prop­ 
aganda by radio to our troops, we 
knew all a b o u t it and articles 
appeared in our newspapers tell­ 
ing the American people about it.

Steel Production 


Rise Anticipated 


MIDDLETOWN\ Ohio (A P )—The 
president of Armco Steel Corp. 
said today he expects American 
steel production to rise substan­ 
tially next year above 1961s 97,5 
million ton*. 
The president. Logan Johnston, 
said in a statement Armco plans 
to spend about SICK) million next 
year for new facilties to increase 
efficiency and expand its prod­ 
ucts. 
He repeated an earlier report 
when Armco started up another 
open hearth furnace last month, 
saying: 
“ Our customers are beginning 
to build up their steel stocks as 
a hedge against a possible steel 
strike next summer.” 
Johnston said the high rate of 
steel orders will likely continue 
through the next six months, then 
taper off. 
The Armco president predicted
